sounding of the trumpeis proclaiming
Jericho's last day, the great ory of
the expectant soldlers and the sud-
den trembling and overflow of the
unscalable walls.,”

down, after they were compassed about
seven days” That |s the explangtion
of the New Testament writer. Some
may emile at it and talk gibly of
more material causes, They may 82y
that an earthquake undermined these
walls. They may say that the trum-
pels found the keynote of these bas-
tlons of sun-baked mud brick and that
it wes vibration that shook them
down., A varlety of Interesting opin-
lons are extant. But the explanation
¢f the unknown Bihle writer centu-
rles after the event satisfies me best.
It was because thet marching host of
Ieraelites obeyed the command of Je-
hovah that success came to their
eause. They simply did the thing the
Almighty had told them to do.

Inctead of emiling at faith as a feebls,
postic sentiment, let us admire It as
one of the mightiest forces in the
world. When ebstacles loom up high
and !mmovable, when walls of circum-
stance appear unsurmountable it s
faith nlone that does the work. The
world Is always writilng new editions
of the elsventh chapter of the book
of Hebrews.

By faith all eorts of walls ars tum-
bling every day before men and wo-
men of energy, of enthusissm, and of
moral and spiritual vigor. By falth
Celumbus salled acress unknowa
‘Western sesa2s8 in & cockle ghell. By
faith our forefathers left the settled
}fe of the old country to take up their
pltode in the wilderness. falth
Washington, charged with the task of
fefeating the trained armies of Eng-
land, drew his sword over his own
wt ing companies of {ll-clad, ill-
figeiplined, and nearly weaponless
troops. By faith Cyrus Fleld lald his
telegraph cable beneath the cavernous
feptha of the ocean, By faith Edison

d Marconi and the Wright brothers
ept on with their tremendous prob-
lems till the walls of Jericho fell be-
for them.
